“Ruined" W agon Business 
The woodwork around the doors 
and windows was full of tiny holes 
about the size of a pencil when the 
Stocks 
returned. 
They 
learned 
later the holes were m ade by the 
ram rods of the Confederate soldiers. 
"Their guns were so dirty they had 
to push one end of the ram rod 
against the wood in order to get the 
charges down into their guns.” 
Apprentice coach 
builders 
who 
m ade shoddy wagons after the Civil 
war were said by Mr. Stock to have 
ruined the wagon m aking business 
in G ettysburg. 
At one tim e "all of G ettysburg” 
was engaged In making wagons. Mr. 
Stock declared. 
The m en 
would 
hitch two or three wagons together 
behind one horse, place muslin over 
the new wagons to keep the dust off 
and drive to Virginia where they 
would sell all of them. 
The town 
was known far and wide for its fine 
carriages. After the w ar the "young 
fellows made poor wagons and the 
town lost Its reputation for making 
fine wagons,” Mr. Stock declares. 
Made SOO Sets Of Wheels 
One of the larger wagon factories 
was on the general location of the 
present fire engine house, he recalls, 
and he remembers how the wa­ 
gons would be pushed out in front 
on clear days to be painted. 
Mr. Stock’s father was a wheel­ 
wright and made over 800 sets of 
wheels for the town-made buggies. 
At first tile wheels were put together 
from eight sections, later the outer 
p a rt of the wheel was bent around 
the spokes. 
The price of putting 
wheels together was $4 a set. 
In Septem ber after 
the 
battle 
here, when Mr. Stock and his father 
were hunting near the railroad cut 
west of town they found a southern 
woman and her two daughters dig­ 
ging among about 30 Confederate 
dead buried there in search of her 
husband. 
All of the bodies were so 
bloated and blackened th a t it seem ­ 
ed impassible they could find the 
one they sought, Mr. Stock said. but 
the women believed they would tx* 
able to tell the man by a homemade 
shirt. W hether they ever found the 
husband’s body, Mr. Stock does not 
know. 
He and his father, finding 
they could be of no assistance, con­ 
tinued with their hunting. 
Aims at IOO 
The fact th a t he hunted frequent­ 
ly in the m ountains and in th a t 
w'ay "got the good m ountain air” 
is believed by Mr. Stock to be one 
of the reasons why he has been 
in perfect health for so many years. 
Despite his 90 years, he looks like a 
m an of 65 or 70. 
He frequently 
walked 
from 
Gettysburg 
to 
the 
mountains, hunted along the ridges 
all day and walked home. 
Up until a few years ago he could 
still outwalk most younger men and 
though! nothing of a four- or five- 
mile walk as a form of m oderate 
exercise during the course of a day. 
The hospital, he finds, is a won­ 
derful place and he is full of praise 
for Hie nurses, doctors and accom­ 
modations there. 
And with the re­ 
storation of his health by the hos­ 
pital, Mr. Stock asks. “Can you see 
any reason why I shouldn’t live 
be a hundred?”
